Ward1, 50, an artist and osteo- 


path with friends in high places, 
was taken to the hospital Wednes- 
day after swallowing a massive 
dose of a barbiturate. 


A few hours earlier he had told 


•'rfriends he believed'his trial was 


an act of political revenge for his 
triggering the Profumo scanda^. 
John D. Profumo, 48, resigned 
from the House of Commons and 
as secretary of state for war in 
June -after admitting an affair 
with Ward's protege, prostitute 
Christine Keeler, 21. Ward had 
written Home Secretary Henry 
Brooke and the newspapers that 


f |. Profumo had lied when he denied 


the affair earlier. 


"Somebody had to be sacrificed 


and that someone was me," Ward 
said.

State Senator 
Hurst Goes 
on Trial 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) - 


State Sen. Q. Byrum Hurst, one 
of Arkansas' most 
controversial 


figures, goes on trial in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Monday on charges of 
evading $22,913 in income 
tax 


from 1U56 through 1959.. 


The trial may last two weeks. 


The government reportedly has 
subpoenaed 
150 witnesses 
and 


Hurst's attorneys are expected to 
call many more. 


Hurst staunchly maintains he is 


innocent and says that when the 
records are presented he will be 
cleared. Hurst auditor, Hai^old C, 
York of Little Rock, released a 
statement saying Hurst declared 
?l£l, 500 income 
for 
the 
four 


years and paid his tax. 


York,, a key figure in the case, 


said Wednesday he wouldn't be 
able to testify. He has been ser- 
iously ill and he said he was con- 
fined to a wheel chair. 


York testified before the feder- 


al 
Grand Jury 
that 
indicted 


Hurst on April 8, and he appeared 
at the arraignment at Hot Springs 
in which Hurst pleaded innocent 
and posted $10,000 bond. 


Since then York has been hos- 


pitalized. 


Hurst asked U.S. District Judge 


John E. Miller, who will hear the 
case, to release the grand jury 
testimony to York. Miller at first 
refused, then changed his mind 
when informed of York's condi- 
tion. 


Miller has allowed 15 days on 


his court calendar for the trial 
but court sources don't believe it 
will last that long. U.S. Dist. 
Atty. Charles Conway, who will 
prosecute the case, declined to 
discuss any facet of it or even to 
say how many witnesses he has 
subpoenaed. 


Hurst, 44, a lawyer and farm- 


er, has been in and out of the 
headlines since he entered public 
life as Garland County Judge in 
1947-48. He was elected to the 
Senate in 1950 and! now is chair- 
man of thej Joint Legislative Audit 
Committee. 


He is the son of a minister, the 


Rev. F. L. Hurst, pastor of the 
First Church of God in Hot 
Springs. The elder Hurst signed 
his son's bond. 


Hurlst is 
most noted for his 


advocacy of legalized gambling. 
He has fought for it in the legis- 
lature and announced before the 
19G3 session that he would push 
for a legalization bill. Gov. Orval 
E.I Fa'ubus s'aid he would veto 
such a bill even if it passed, so 
Hurst dropped his plans. 


Hurst has drawn the ire of sev- 


eral church groups for advocat- 
ing that Hot Springs' already 
wide-open casinos be legalized on 
a local option basis. He says they 
could be better managed that 
way and that the state could! draw 
taxes on the millions of dollars 
•that flow through them annually1. 


Hurst also operates a 300-acre 


farm near Glenwood, 27 miles 
southwest of Hot Springs. 


He said the indictment was the 


first notice the government had 
given him that he owned any in- 
come tax. "If I had been present- 
ed any kind of a bill,, I would 
have made prompt settlement," 
he said'.

Reds Accuse 
U.S. of War 
Provocation

SEOUL, Korea (AP)—Commu- 


nist North Korea accused the 
United States today of "war pro- 
vocation plots" in this divided 
peninsula. It ignored the Red sui- 
cide squad that slipped into South 
Korea this week and killed three 
U.S. soldiers. 


The North Korean Foreign Min- 


istry accused the State Depart- 
ment of trying! to "cover up the 
criminal nature of U.S. imperial- 
ism in South Korea and to justify 
the long-term occupation of South 
Korea by the U.S. Army." 


"By playing up the nonexistent 


threat from the North," said a 
Communist broadcast, "the U.S. 
imperialists are foolishly trying to 
camouflage the war provocation 
plots they! are hatching in the 
South." 


North Korea said the Ameri- 


cans are trying to justify "aggres- 
sive acts of their own." It said 
the United States has heightened 
tension by introducing "atomic 
weapons and guided missiles and 
turning South Korea into an atom- 
ic base,, scrapping and violating 
the Korea armistice agreement." 


American commanders 
in Ko- 


rea admit they possess weapons 
capable of firing nuclear war- 
heads,, they normally decline com- 
ment on whether nuclear war- 
heads are stored in Korea. 


The broadcast made no mention 


of! line tftnbush killing ow two U.S. 
soldiers just south of the demili- 
tarized zone Monday or the skir- 
mish six miles farther south Tues- 
day in which another American, 
a South Korean policeman and 
four North Koreans' died.

Costs Up 
100 Per Cent

CHICAGO (AP)—Hospital costs 


are averaging more than twice 
as high as a decade ago and the 
rise in expense is expected to con- 
tinue. 


That was the word Wednesday 


from the American Hospital As- 
sociation, which detailed the cost 
comparisons in Hospitals, its offi- 
cial journal. 


The AHA said the average pa- 


tient's daily expense rose from 
$18.25 to $36.83 in the last, 10 
years the total expense of an ay- 
erage day in the hospital—slight- 
ly more than a week—rose from 
$148 to $279. 
. ^ 


The figures are based on non- 


federal short-term general hospi- 
tals which admit patients with all 
types of illnesses or injuries,! 


The costs are those met by the 


hospitals 
and1 in • some cases 


slightly exceed the charges made 
to patients, the AHA said. 


The report said steadily rising 


labor costs were the ma'or causa 
of increased expenses. Some 1,- 
762,957 persons were employed 
short-term hospitals last y$«r, 
66,825 more than during thg pre- 
vious year. 


For each 100 patients in a short- 


term general hospital, 237 em- 
ployes were required. 


"New services and equipment 


that didn't exist 10 years ago also 
have accounted for the rise," nl4 
Dr. Edwin L. Crosby,, association 
director. "As hospitals become 
vastly more complex, they need 
more and more personnel to care 
for patients. It is exported ex- 
penses will continue to rise."

It 
fit, only: filled nations with! fear 
of (he bomb but with a profound 
misgiving about one another that 
was more unnerving lhan their 
fear of !hc bomb. 


The Russians, to start with,

Juvenile Court judge said today 
he ordered a 16-year-old boy to 
quit high school, take a job and 
pay half of his weekly salary for 
five years to the family of a man 
he ran down with a car "because 
it is the best thing for him and 
society." 


Arthur Brookes Jr. 
received 


the unusual punishment; Wednes- 
day from Judge J. Sydney Hoff- 
man, who said the boy would go 
right to jail, until he's 21, if ho 
skips even one week's payment 
in the next five years. 


Brookes pleaded guilty to as- 


sault and battery by auto and 
driving without a license. A car 
he had borrowed from a friend 
last July 17 rap out of control 
and knocked down Steve M. Brcit- 
enbach, 46, a's h'e watered 
his 


lawn in northeast Philadelphia. 


Breitenbach, a printer, lost his 


right foot and suffered severe head 
and body injuries. He still is in 
the hospital. 


"There is no rule of thumb in 


Juvenile Court," said Judge Hoff- 
man. "What we try to do is re- 
habilitate the children and! pro- 
vide some security, some safety 
and some benefit for the public, 
too. 


"This the best plan for him. He 


was an indifferent student and 
had a very poor school record. 
This sentence will give him a 
sense of responsibility, rehabil- 
itate him and make him a good 
citizen."

Hurricane 
Data Due 
in 3 Months 


By PRBD S. 'HOFPMAN 


WASHINGTON (AP)_U.S. sci- 


entists may find out in the next 
three months whether man can 
hope to tame hurricanes. 


Experiments two years ago sug- 


gested to Navy and Weather Bu- 
reau experts that seeding clouds 
with silver iodide crystals could 
soften, (he destructive winds. 


From now until Nov. 1 the sci- 


entists will attempt to duplicate 
the 1961 experiments 
conducted 


while Hurricane Esther was rag- 
ing. 


"If the results1 of the experi- 


ment duplicate those of 1961," the 
Navy said, "an important stop 
will have been taken in the battle 
to ameliorate the destructive fury 
of hurricanes." The next step, the 
Navy said, will be to seek "ways 
of magnifying the scale of the ex- 
periment and thus the reduction 
of winds. 


The experiment is called Storm- 


fury and got its start seven years 
ago after catastrophic hurricanes 
struck the U.S. East Coast. 


Eleven airplanes will be used 


in this year's operation, seven sup- 
plied by the Navy and four by 
the Weather Bureau. 


Silver iodidejcrystals are simi- 


lar in structure to ice crystals. 
When silver iodide is ejected into 
clouds, moisture gathers on the 
crystals and freezes1. In the proc- 
ess, energy is released in the form 
of latent heati-f 


Iri the 1961' 'test, visual and ra- 


dar observations indicated that a 
relatively small "chimney1 'near 
the eye serves as the primary en- 
ergy source of. a hurricane. 


These discoveries suggested that 


a balance of forces in the storm 
might be altered by seeding in 
this small area, no larger than 
200 square miles, and causing 
conversion of water to ice crys- 
tals. 


The pioneer experiments pro- 


duced dramatic changes in wind 
velocity, although they lasted only 
a brief time. 


The hurricane control 
experi- 


ments will be concentrated in the 
Caribbean and tropical waters of 
the Atlantic.

in major league history to give 
up.four straight home runs in a 
single1 inning Wednesday night— 
an unwanted achievement if ever 
there was one, 


Foytack was bombarded in the 


second! game of a doubleheader 
at Cleveland when Woodie Held, 
pitcher Pedro Ramos, Tito Fran- 
cona and Larry Brown socked 
successive homers in the sixth in- 
ning. The rapid-fire barrage cli- 
maxed a' night of long-range hit- 
ting for the Indians as they swept 
the Angels, 1-0 and 9-5. 


The four consecutive homers in 


an inning set an American League 
record and tied the major league 
mark established by Milwaukee in 
June 1961. But the Braves hit 
their four in a row against two 
different 
Cincinnati pitchers—so 


Foytack's feat is a first. 


All told, the Incfians whacked 


seven homers in the doublehead- 
er. Fred VVhitfield won the opener 
with a shot in the eighth inning 
and also hit a grand slam in the 
second game, and Ramos hit a 
pair in the nightcap.

homer with two out in the bottom 
of the ninth gave New York's 
first-place Yankees a 3-2 decision 
over Kansas City; the Chicago 
White Sox beat Washington 5-2;

If it is accept- 
ed, she will be a registered voter. 


A reporter questions her. She 


says, simply: 


"I just want to become a citi-

costs and returns were known 
only to high studio officials. Late- 
ly the companies have been talk- 
ing about their finances, possibly 
because of the prodding of irate 
stockholders. 


Take "Cleo," for example. Its 


total cost is generally reckoned 
at $40 million. 


The rule of thumb is that a 


movie's gross return must double 
its cost before turning a profit. 
But this does not apply to spec- 
taculars with huge budgets. 


Fox president Darryl F, Zanuck 


has figured $62 million will put 
"Cleo" in the black. Advance pay- 
ments already have reached $20 
million. 


"Mutiny on the Bounty" is an- 


other story. Although it will be 
one of the biggest grossers in film 
history, its huge cost will prevent 
a profit—at least until it is re- 
released years hence. 


The Marlon Brando filmi cost 


$19 million and needed a $31 mil- 
lion return to break even. MGM 
has written off an $8 million loss 
on the venture. 


There is a bright side at MGM, 


however, in "How the West Was 
Won." The cinerama western has. 
been a phenomenon. 


As of July 20, it had brought in 


$9,102,911 in this country, playing 
in only 44 theaters. An equal 
amount has come in from over- 
seas engagements. 


"How 
the West Was Won" cost 


$12 million, and1 its break-even 
point is $20 million. 


The grancldaddy of all epics, 


"Gone With the Wind," cost a 
mere $4,300,000 in 1939. In five 
releases it has racked up rentals 
of $67 million, making it the big- 
gest moneymaker of all time. 


"Ben-Hur" is pushing the long- 


time champ with a total of $65 
million on only one release. It 
cost $15 million and broke even 
at $23.5. million.

On Monday night, police had 


arrested 10 persons as they held 
back a crowd of about 500 from 
the builddng in a predominantly 
white neighborhood. 


Police said of the 21 arrested, 


14 men and one woman were 
charged with disorderly conduct. 
About 45 policemen and a canine 
squad were sent into the area aft- 
er the crowd began gathering ear- 
ly in the evening. Police ordered 
three streets closed to traffic.
